Missouri Senator Introduce* a Resolu­ 


tion For Investigation of Selection of 


Delawarean. 


W ashington, Feb. 27.—Senator Reed, 
of Missouri, introduced ins resolution 
for an investigation of the election ol 
S enator H oary A. Dupont, of Dela­ 
ware. 
Mr. Reed announced several days 
ago his intention of dem anding an in­ 
quiry. 
His action is based on te.-ti 
mony before lite senate judiciary com­ 
m ittee regarding the nom ination of 
Cornelius P. Swain to be m arshal OI 
Delaware. 
Allegations of corruption in which 
Senator Dupont s name was m ention 
ed caused President Taft to withdraw 
Mr. S w ain’s nomination. 
The resolution recites the appoint 
m ent 
of 
Swain, the charges made 
against him by Willard S alisbury, ot 
W ilmington, Del., and other citizen*, 
in which, in substance, they declared 
that Swain "bote the com m on ami 
general reputation of a persistent vio­ 
lator of crim inal 
provisions of the 
constitution of Delaware intended to 
secure purity of elections;” also that 
Swain "had notoriously been a vole 
buyer" and "hail procured and carried 
large sum s of money for Hie purpose 
of corrupting the voters and in 19 ut 
was the assistant cashier of Hie cor­ 
ruption fund.” 
Tile resolution then goes on to say 
that affidavits w ire read in evidence 
before the Judiciary com m ittee which 
tend to prove that at the election of 
m em bers of the legislature in 1904, 
and which m em bers of the legislature 
elected Dupont, large sum s of money 
were used; that an am ount in ex* e s 
of $25,Ouo and claimed to lie in excess 
of $58,000, was contributed by Dup,nit; 
that the m oney wa** distributed am ong 
various corrupt agents working in the 
interest of Dupont; that th** distribu­ 
tion took pin e in the office of Du 
[Hint, and w it ii his knowledge; 
that 
$3000 was contributed in Dup m t's of­ 
fice 
ami 
delivered to Im* used by 
Swain; that it was adm itted by the at­ 
torney for Swain that he had received 
$3000. 
The 
resolution says the evidence 
further goes to show that not alone 
in 1904, but also in 1906, 19*»8 and in 
1910 sim ilar corrupt practices w e e 
em ployed; that tile evidence further 
tends to show that the corrupt prac­ 
tices "did affect the election of the 
m em bers of the legislature who, in the 
year 1911, reelected the said Henry 
Algernon Dupont.” 
Tile 
resolution says the judlrlurv 
com m ittee construed Its duties to tie 
confined to an Investigation of Swa n, 
so that there was no investigation of 
Dupont. 
In view of this fact. S enator Reed 
has presented his resolution to pro­ 
vide for an inquiry into Dupont'* e l a ­ 
tion. The resolution reads 
"That the com m ittee <»n privil* ge~ 
and election* or anv 
sub-eommitte* 
thereof be authorized Mild directed »o 
Investigate and report to the sen to 
whether in fact corrupt methods and 
practices were employed by the -a I 
Henry Algernon Dupont to secure the 
election of m em bers of the leglsla
